Further, another prorcquiSito must bo presented, The print- 
ing press crn onlv be used for thc financinr of armament to tho 
oxtent hich tho maintcnance of money valuc 811056, Each inflation 
ingreases the prices of forcign rav materials; and increases the 
g: “ithin the countrv; thus it is a Snake, “hich bites its 

l, Tho fact that our armament had to bo camouflaged completely 
until 16 March 1935, and for the biggest part oven after ards, 
has lod to that, that tho printing press has α]τοπᾶν beon mado 
use of at tho start of tho armament program; horgas it -oula 
have beon natural to put it at the final voint of the financing, 
Of tho 3775 millions in the portfolio of the Reichsbank plus 
866 millions sct asido in bills of exchanrostotal of 4641 millions, 
the bills of exchange to finance armament represent 23574 millions 
(status of 30 april 1955), Tho Reichsban’ has invcstod most of 
the Corman mark sums, availablo to its administration and belong- 
inp to f^orcirnors, in armamont bills of oxchango, "hus our 
armament as partly fin neci "ith the pro»ortv of ovr political 
Q»ponentS, Also used for thc financing of the armamont vropram 
"ero the 500 millions RM, which came together throurh the Reich 
loan placed at the savinrs banks in Jan 1935, In tho regular 
budget tho folloving amounts vere provided for the armed forces: 
JCal vóar 1955/54 RM 750 millions, fiscal voar 1944/65 RM 1100 
lions, fiscal vear 1955/36 R" 2500 millions, 


The sum of the deficits of tho budgets inercase Since 19.8, 
according to the estimate 1935/36, up to 5 to 6 billions RM. 
At present this total doficit is α]τοβᾶν boing financed bv short- 
form credits from tho monev markct, Thus it alreadv burdens 
in this amovnt the possibilitics of use of thc nublic market for 
armament, The Roich Minister of Finance is justified in saving 
in his budget oxnlanations: »Since an annual dcficit.....is an 
impossibilitv permancntlv, since ono cannot court -ith ccrtaintv 
an increased tar income, eovoring the Ieficit and other previous 
dobts; since on the other hand only a balanced budget offers a 
Socuro basis for our rroat future task in the armament policy, 
fundamentallv and consciously--a budrot volicv must bc follo od, 
which "ill solvo the problem of financing of armamont bv organic 
and planned decrease of other oxnenses, not onlv from tho point 
of vic of incomo, but als» of cxponsos, thnt mcans saving," 


Ho" urgent this demand is can further bo construcd from tho 
fact that an unendinr numbor of tasks vero attackod and aro in he 
process of execution bv stato and party, all of “hich cannot bo 
covered b“ tho budgot but bv subscriptions and credits, “hich must 
be raised bosidos thc ropular waxes bv businoss, This Simultaneous 
oxistonec of various budgets, -hich hovover all serve a moro or 
1058 public purpose, present the greatest obstacle to tho raining 
of a clear picture of the financing possibilitics of armament, 

A ‘hole serios of ministries and numorous agencies of the party 
have their ovn budget in addition to their sharo of the Reich 
budgct, and thus accordinglv income and expenso possibilitics, 
which, althourh they aro based on tho financial sovorcirntv of 
the state, aro not subordinatod to tho control of tho Minister of 
Finanec and thus also not to thc control of the cabinct, Exactly 
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as in the ficld of n"olitics, tho too far roaching dcloration of 
legislativo authority to individuals in Cérmanv has lcd to tho 
condition of manv states -ithin tho state, thus the condition 

of parallelism and divergenco ( Nebencinandcr and Corcncinandor) 
of numerous stato and partv agencics has absolutclr a disasterous 
cffcct on tho financing possibility of armament, If in this 
ficld, no concentration and no unified control is introduced 
finally, one must foar tho orst for tho Solution of tho almost 
impossible task of financing of armament. 


Thus the follo ing tasks result: 

1) A commissionor must at first dctcrmine all sovurcos and 
incomes, hich aro dorived from Reich, State and Party 
funds, as ~oll as from profits of public or party ontcr- 
prisés, 

Then, a commission, apnointod bv the FUUATAR must in- 
vestigate how thosc funds voere used up to no^, and ho 
much can be taken from these funds in tho future from 
thcir present purposo, and mado availablc to the financing 
of armament, 

The same commission has to examine tho asscts of all 
public and official party Organizations, ho^ the asscts 
have been invested, and to vhat oxtont these assets can 

be utilized for the financing of armament, 

The Rcichninistirv of Finances is to bo comrissioncd to 
investigate tho possibilities of an inereascd tax income 
bv thc introduction of πο taxcs or the incrcaso of cxist- 
ing tax ratos, 


. Tho financing of armament previously bv tho Reich Bank vas 
a necossitv under tho existing political conditions, and the nolit- 
ical success has proved the correctness of this action, ΠΟΓΟΥ͂ΟΥ 
nov, other mothods of financing of armament must bo attom»tcd 
under all conditions, With that, all not absolutely necessary 
oxpconscs in othor ficlds must bo refraincd from, and the entirc, 
actuallv small, financial nover of Corranv must be conecntrated 
‘this ono goal, tho financing of armament, Whether ὑπο financial 
ο ο "ill succcod “ith this mothod of approach, is as vet 
doubtful, but ~ithout such concontration it vill fail vith cer-

on the supply situation in the ficld of fuels end its effect on 
the  chrmacht, 


The simultencous throttling and blocking of foreign sources 
of licuid fuel-has caused an increasingly critical situation of 
Supply of the Scrman market since the beginning of the year 1936, 


This situation calls for a description of the serious effects 
on the preparedness for action of the chrmacht and of the extra- 
ordinary measures which necessitate a decision in this matter, 


The supply of the chrmacht is based on the home production, 
the reserves which can be made available in case of mobilization 
and the foreign imports which stili for some time must fill the 
present gaps of supply, 


I. The German production, 


The anticipating measures taken during the last 2 yoars by 
the Reich Cabinet to increase thc home production of fuel, will 
not bring bout an essential improvement of the Supply situation 
during the current year because of the time rcouircd for factory 
construction and tho uninterrupted increase of demand, but cannot 
bring an appreciable relief until the year 1938. The list in 
enclosure 1 of the requirements in case of mobilization and of the 
supply of these requirements by production, as well as the graphs 
added to the other enclosures, show the influence to be expected 
from the German production on the entire supply. 


The expanding Germn production favors mainly light fucls, 
especially fucl for airplanes, and in addition, oil for airplane 
engincs, As to the other kinds required by the Wehrmacht in 
case of war, we cannot expect any improvement for the timo being; 
as-to heating oils it may be anticipated that the situation will 
deteriorate, The development of new processes (Uhde and Pott), 
the extent of which will Shortly permit an opinion, offers certain 
possibilitics of auxiliary supply which do not appear on the graphs, 
because the extent of tho production possible until 1938 cannot 
yet be forcsoon, 


The inadcquacy of the supply on the basis of hone production 
is a fact which cannot be eliminated during the next 2 - 3 years, 
even with the greatest efforts and in Spite of the planning 
Started for additional expansion of production, 


II. Reserves, 
eer i 


To assure tho requirements of the Wehrmacht it becomes 
necessary to bridge the Supply gaps by reserves, For the first 
period of mobilization the Vehrmacht relies on tho reserves of 
business, especially of great importing corporations, which also 
in peace time consider stored reserves for about 3 months as 
indispensable for smooth distribution. The Wehrmacht ought to 
be enabled to count on the amount of these reserves remaining 


“constant, 


Beyond that the Wehrmacht accumulates its own reserves in 
arge storage houses so thet considerable national reserves will 
be available as buffers in case of supply difficultics, 


III. Dependency of the overall Supply on imports, 


The obstacies to importing encountered to a large extent 
during the last weeks, and which have been brought about by an 
accumulation of ceonomic-political events in foreign trade, 
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endanger not onlv the maintenance of industrial roscrvos but 
also tho continvation of the storage policy of the Wehrmacht, 
They shakc tho verv foundations of tho motorization program of 
industry and conscquontly also of Wehrmacht mobilization of 
mochanizod vehicles to the extent planncd for thc case of var, 


In particular large gaps have boon opened: 
1) duc to tho Russian prohibition of exporting poirolóum, bv 
‘hich the bonzol-association Supplving about 20% of tho Gorman 
market pot into considcrable difficultios, 
ó) duc to Suddcnlv considorably inocroascá demands of tho Rumanians, 
"ho offcr fucl onlv in exchange for forcign bills propor (Bardc- 
vison) and/or at ercatlv increascd prices in marks, Tho contri- 
bution of Rumanian imports to tho supplv of Corman requirements 
was 40% during the last voar. Tho firm Olcx ~hi¢h contributes 
11% to the Corman markct has alrcadv been forccd, dvo. to tho 
obstruction of Rumanian deliveries, to decrease its busincss 
considerably and vill face a closc~do-n of its market su»plv 
if relicf is not procured before Juno 1936, Duc to this reduction 
ý imports similar Sto^pagos aro to be oxnocted br the other proat. 
rganizations of distribution during thc same period, 


IV. Means to securo the supply, 


In considcring ποπ to moct tho situation tho folloving devices 
aro unbearrble for the Wehrmacht:

During tho last fo- months tho Wehrmacht has ronoatodly 
emphasized tho unavoidable call for a uniform and planned stcering 
of tho ontire Corman potrolovm industrv, The present dangerous 
Situation of tho Corman fuel industry nuts this necessity again 
into the spotlight, The lack of storn euidance in the present 
moment must load to severest damaros to the public and tho dofeonse

Swedish ores are still available for about 3 months. The exnort to Sweden 
becomes more difficult, and thus the import nossitilities decrease, 
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Prime Minister Goring: is of the opinion that our export to Sweden continues, 
So that one can further count on import, 


Minister Schacht: The raw material supply of Germany amounted at the beginning 
of the war to a value of about 7 to 8 billions; now it is less than 1 billion, 


Prime Minister G8ring; has heard repeatedly, that export business was refused 
by the Reichminister for Economy, In the future, the departments will be caused 
by him to re-examine such occurences; perhavs then it will work differently than 
until now, 


Minister Schacht: Increase of our export appears improbable in the near future. 
Further obligations arise through the Foreign Office, the Reichsbahn, Post Office, 
Party and other agencies; soon the consular service cannot be paid any morg., 

The time will come, when we will have no longer any reserves of either raw 
materials or foreign exchange at our disposal, 


9 - Minister GB8ring: If ve have war to-morrow, we must help ourselves by 
bstitutes. Ther money will not play any role at all. Tf that is the case, 
then we must be ready to create the pre-requisites for that in peace, The 


account just described could have also been presentec, in his opinion, in 
the meeting this morning. 


Minister Schacht: Publication is recommended for only the smallest eirele,

The shortage of raw material is known in its extent, A considerable increase 
is no longer possible, in the opinion of Minister Schacht, 


Minister Schacht: The production of raw materials within Germany finds its limi- 
tation there, when un increase of prices of exnort goods is created by it. 


Prime Minister CHring: One can Separate requirements within Germany and export. 
Even the smallest details are important. The following appears necessary, 

1) Increase of exvort despite all difficulties, 

2) The raw material coverage within Germany. 

3) The possibly necessary resettlement of workers and food fundamentals for 

the-execution of all measures, 

These problems all affect each other, so that the particination of all depart- 
ments is necessary. 

Appropriate example: Position of the farmer, who does not utilize the avail- 
able possibility of intensifying of fertilizing, because the canital lost is not 
bearatle for him in case of bud harvests, In such a case, the risk lying with the 
weather must be partially taken from the farmer by a special organization, 

The Reichministry of Finance must ulso be consulted greatly in reference to the 
regular budget. Re-awakening of thriftiness in all fields belongs to this program, 


Minister Popitz: The final conclusions made by Dr, Schacht are clear anc convinc- 
ing, under the condition that the bases for these conclusions are correct, That 
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must be examined, It must be determined apain, whether the nrincinles, according 
to which the present raw material and foreign currency policy has been carried out 
with such a big Success, are unalterable and correct, 

The time when perhaps and inflation is feared is unclear; actually it is 
already here, even if it has a bearable extent, 

an increase of export cannot be expected with the present System, However 
it is to be examined, whether there is not a better system, The b.sis of the 
present economic policy is deflationary, However it appears impossible to 
integrate the deflation into an actually existing inflation. It must be discussed, 
whether forced economy of export is to be continued. 

It is to be examined further, whether thc money for rearmament can be dravn - 

out from the remaining economy. Tn no case may the condition arise, that the Reiche 
minister for Finance and the Reichminister for Economy push the responsibility for 
the providing of funds to each other. 

The difference betw.en 2 billion Reichsmarks, which the neichsbank believes 
to be able to raise on α long term basis, and the 8 to 9 billion Reichsmarks 
required for armament, cannot be covered by taxes, Therefore the folloving sug- 
gestion:

Minister von Krosigk: Lconomy of foreign exchange in detail is necessary. In 
that, small things also play a part, Equal Saving is necessary in snendine money 
within Germany. In contrast to Minister Popitz, he is of the oninion that exnenses 
for armament must be taken over more and more by the regulur budget, Expenses 
above this budget are to be covered 

a) by long tern consolidation of annually some 2 billion marks. 

b) by short term bills of exchange and similarly, 

The fin.ncing has succeeded un to now by these two means, 

However the danger exists, the short-term bills of exchange can no longer be 
negotiated, so that flooding of the Reichsbank with MEFO bills would have an

Jections are made to the production of war-raw materials within the Reich? 


"Mister Schacht: Principly there is nothing to object; a solution of the raw 
material problem by self-nroducing is absolutely necessary and agreed with, 
theoretically. 

Difficulties are encountered with regard to: 

1) serious monctary strain because of investments, Providing money by taxing 
capital is impossible, Circulation of money can not be increased beyond a certain 
amount, Previous measures executed correctly and without danger to monetary 
value. Further increase seems precarious; matter of confidence, This point of 
view alone, however, not determining; possible that funds could be drawn from in- 
dustrial profits, 

2) special scruples, regarding the cases where prices for substitute (Ersatz) 
material are far beyond world-market prices, and therefore the products cannot 
compete. (for example: tires made from BUNa). adjustment would further increase 
the excise tax on exports, Inflation cannot be chosen, as this would immediately 
pset the state's budget. 

It must be attempted to nrroduce those raw materials within Germany which are 
economically favorable; for other raw materials ready reserves for the cuse of 
mobilization (Mobfa11). Especially clear is the situation of flax; the complete 
covering of the requirement is possible; however not with hemp, 

Certain raw materials for war inust be Stocked, 

These viewpoints are recognized and followed by the Reich ministry for Economy. 
The execution is mainly dependent on the question of funds, Therefore, necessity 
to Save in all fields, to make saved funds aVailable for investment,

Ward the fòllowing to the Minister of War: 


Schacht returned from the Führer with the greatest anxiety, since he could not 
agree to the econoiic program planned by the Führer. 


The Fuhrer wants to speak at the party convention (Parteitag) about economic 
policy, and wants to emphasize there, that we now want to get free with all our 
energy from foreign countries by production in Cermany, 


Sohacht requests urgently, that the Reichminister of Yar warn the Führer 
from this step. 


If the Fihrer emphasizes in front of the masses in Nürnberg, he will receive 
& great amount of anplause from the audience, but with it he will bring failure 
jo the entire commercial policy, There is only one thing in our needy position: 
ο. promotion of exnort. Every threat against foreign countries however, will 
show contrary results. 


We have reverses in the field of fuels until the middle of next year, there 
will not be large amounts in the field of rubber. The Renn-process in the field 
of ores is having great difficulties. 


If we now shout out our decision abroad, to make ourselves economically 
independent, then we cut our own throats, because we can no longer survive the 
necessary transitory period, 


Also, it must always be pointed out that Cerman materials are at present 
much too expensive to be used for export, and exnort alone makes further armament 
possible. 


If the food-basis of the people is not to be endangered, the Ttührer must 
refrain from his plan. 


President SCHaCFT concluded, that he again requests urgently to listen to 
lis warning, anc that he forwards it to the minister of war, as he will not 
participate in to-morrow's conference,

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II. Aluminum 

Report on the requirements of aluminum for the armed Forces are contained 
in the summary given to the Reichministry for Economy on 29 aug. 

Major Czimatis explained that the Reichministry of War did not renounce 
the limitations of the allotments of aluminum to the general industry, as it was 
said in the letter of thc Reichministry for Economy of 21 aug 1936, but that the 
demands for full delivery to the Armed forces fcr the programatic rearmament, 
espcecially of thc air Force, will be kept up. 

The Reichministry for Economy considers the full delivery to industry urgently 
necessary also in the interest of the Armed Forres, since bv a "strangulation" 
installations important to the armed Forces (power issues) would also be affected 
immediately, and one could therefore count on an increased requirement of copper 
and thus of foreign exchange. 

The administration of aluminum by the supervisory board for base metals is 
being absolutely refused by the Reichministry for Economy. 

Generaldirektor Schirner reports that the negotiations for the import of 
1000 tons of aluminum from Switzerland against delivery 5f Cerman clay and pitch- 
coke are favorable. Also, the nayment of processing wages is to be done with clay. 
However, the import of these 1000 tons is distributed over 6 t5 7 months, 

1000 tons more can be obtained in a comparitively short time from the Alum- 

um Ltd from Canada, The negotiations fur this are still in process, 

Schirner reported that the stocks of aluminum in the plants is so high 
that he, in case the Reichministry fur air should agres t. a temporary decrease of 
the stocks, could guarantee full dclivery for both the armed Forces and Industry 
until the opening of the new plunts in TSging and Bitterfeld, 

Lt.Col. Ploch consents that the stocks be decre sed temporarily. 

The Reichministry for Economy orders that the supervisory board for base 
metals first determine by revision the exact size of the stocks of aluminum for 
the Duren Metal works. and the combined Light jfetu1 works (Vereinigten leicht 
Metall Werke). 

However, if difficulties shovld arise in the delivery t^ the armed Forces 
with aluminum, then the Reichministry for Eonomy is ready to take up negotiations 
again,

It must be considered in the calculation of the foreien exchange requirements 
for the upkeep of the export of woolen goods, thut the wool industry cannot stand 
more than a 10% decrease of the present amount, if it is to retain its export 
capability. Instead of australian wool, one must reach back to about 50% of the 
available South-african wool for the exnorts. The wool avuiluble through the 
limitations of value of the clearing agreement is entirely used for export, The 
Calculated amount of foreign exchange und the most urgent requirement within 
Germany of 12 million marks only applies under the condition that there are until 
the end of September still 2 million marks in cash foreign exchange available. 

One can count for the requirement of the armed Forces on an amount of 10 000 
tons raw wool, based on existing agreement. 24 million marks in cash foreign 
exchange are required for the udditional amourit of 8 152 tons with the price basis 
of 3 000 -marks per ton. 

Intendanturrut Nierhoff explained; that à decrease of the demands for quality 
for the armed Forces is no longer bearable, already 20% cellulose wool is being 
earmarked for uniform cloths, and a mixing of 30% scrap wool for overcoats. 

The amount of foreign exchange of 4 million marks for cuality cotton is 
therefore necessury, becuuse one cunnot count any more on the hitherto existing 
compensating transuctions--cesneciully with Egypt after circular 237. 

The amount of foreign exchange estimated for exnort of 17 million marks for 
the supervisory bourd for bust fibres is distributed as follows:

The production cf hides in Germany is reported as 140 000 tons per year, 

Even with the basis that the consumption of leather within Germany is decreased to 
a minimum, the 22 500 ton hides, corresponding to ll 200 tons leather for the 
Armed Forces, can only be procured with cash foreign exchange (22.5 million marks)

achievements are insignificant. There are difficulties in the way which he will 
overcome with utmost energy and ruthlessness. 


The amount of foreign oxchanze has completely dwindled on account of the 
preparation for the Czech Enterprise and this makes it necessary that it should 
be strongly increased immediately. Furthermore: the foreign credits have been 
greatly overdrawn and thus the strongest export activity--stronger than up to 
now-—-is in the foreground. For the next weeks an increased export was first 
priority in order to improve the foreign exchange situation. The Reich Ministry 
for Economy should make a plan about raising the export activity by pushing aside 
the current difficulties which prevent export. 


These gains made through the export are to be used for increased armament. 
The armament should not be curtailed by the exvort activity. He received the 
order from the Fuohrer to increase the armament to an abnormal extent, the air 
force having first priority. Within the shortest tino the eir force is to te 
increased five fold, also the navy should zet ermed more rapidly and the army 
should procure large amounts of offensive weapons at a faster reto, particularly 
heavy artillery pieces and heavy tanks. Along with this manufactured armaments 
must zo; especially fuel, powder and explosives sre moved into tho foreground. 
It should be coupled with the accelerated construction of highweys, cenels, and 
perticularly of the railroads. 


To this comes the Four Years! Plan which is to bo reorgenized eccording to 
2 voints of view. 


In the Four Years' Plen in lst nlace all the constructions which are in the 
service of ermement are to bo oromoted end in 2nd place ell the installations 
are to be created which really spere foreign exchange, 

The substitutoe vroduced by the Four Yeers' Plen ere to bo brought ravidly 
into circulation. The Reich Ministry for Economy and the other agencies should 
meke suecegtions by the beginning of November for rapidly increasing the intro- 
duction of the substitutes. The import of meterials for which we have substitute: 
has to be drastically curtailed. 


General Field Marshal Goering enlerged then upon the main problem of the 
session: how can these recuirements be fulfilled. 


He is faced with unheard difficultics. The treasury is empty, the industria. 
capacity is crammed with orders for many years. In spite of these difficulties 
he is going to chenge the situation under all circumstances. Memoranda were of 
no help, he desires only vositive nroposels. If necessary, he is going to con- 
vert the economy with brutal methods in order to achieve this aim. The time hes 
come whon private enterprise cen show whether it has a right for continued exist- 
ence. If it feils, he is zoin= over to state enterprise without any regard. He 
is going to make barbaric use of his plenipotentiary power, which was given to 
him by the Fuchrer. 


All the wishes and plans of the state, party and other agencies who are not 

entiroly in this line have to be rejected without pity. Also the ideological 
problems cennot be solved now, there will be time for them leter. He urgently 
ceutions against making promises to the workers which can not be kept by him. 
The wishes of the labor front cede entirely into the background. The industry h 
to be fully converted. An immediate investization of ell productive plants is to 
be initiated in order to determine whether they can be converted for armement and 
expert or whether they are to be closed down. The problem of the mechino industr 
has the first consideration in this respect. There is no place for printing and

In view of the present requirements of the Reich for the 
dcfensc incustry, it is at present fundamentally impossible 
to carry on a long-term economic policy in the General- 
gouvernement. Ratner, it is necessary so to steer the 
cconomy of the Generalgouvernement that it will, in the 
shortest possible tims, accomplish results representing 

the maximum that can be gotten out of the economic strength 
f the Generalgouvernement for the immediate strengthening 
of our capacity for defense, 


In particular the following performances are expected of 
the total economy of the Generalgouvernement:

b) Fullest exploitation of the forests, in tempor- 
ary disrczard of forest conservation vorinciples, so as 
to dclivcr to the Reich avprox. l million fm sawmill lumber, 
1, 2 million fm of mine timbers and up to 0,4 million rm 
of fiber wood. 


c) Stepping-up of the raw material production in 
the industrial sector, in varticular:

The collection LUBOMIZRSLI in LE'LLRG contained among others 51 valuable 
hand drawings by ALBRECHT DUIRIR, in offer, made in the spring of 1940 by a 
special commissioner through the foreign office to the Russian governement, 
to exchange these drawings by DUERE for equally valuable Russian works of 
arts and literary monument, was refused. On the day of the copture of Lemberg, 
the special commissioner, Dr. MULEL!ZNN and the museum director Dr. KUDLICH 
went there by order of the Reichmarshal, to conduct a scarch for the hand 
drawings. The investigation encountered considerable difficulties, because 
the Russians had reorganised the system of museums in LEM.ERG and because 
the collection LUBOMIERSKI did not exist any more. 


In the course of further investigations Frof,. GEBAROWICZ of the BAWAROWSKI- 
MUSEUM, who had publicized the dravings in the past, was thoroughly intorro- 
gated also, Finally he explained. thet he kept the drawings carefully hidden 
from the Russians in the BAVsROWSKI-MUSEUM, On demand, he ais? brought them 
out from concealment. 


* 4fter thorough examingtion, the sequestration was anounced, and a re- 
gular receipt vas issued, 


The special commissioner has turned over these hand dra;ings in July 1941 
to the REICHZ.RSEZL in person, ` πο brought then to the Fuehrer into the head- 
quarters, where they still are. By specific order of the Fuchrer, they remain 
temporarily in his possession,
